Washington, U. C. Jan. 2.— The 
supreme court of the United States 
totlay sustained the Kentucky courts 
including the Franklin circuit court 
and the court of appeals, in the case 
of James B. Howard against the 
state of Kentucky. Howard is now 
under sentence of confinement in 
the penitentiary for life for killing 
William Goebel at Frankfort on Jan- 
uary 30, 1900. 

^ Howard appealed because one 
juror was said to have conversed 
with a person not a member of the 
jury about the case after, he was 
ijwom. The appeal is not sustained 
and Howard loses his last hope of 
escaping his sentence of life impri- 
•sonment. 

In an interview after learning the 
action of the Supreme Court Howard 
said slowly and deliberately with no 
trace of emotion. 

"I hardly expected a decision 
from the Supreme Court as early as 
this.” “If it be true that my last 
resort has failed me, 1 can only say 
that I am a victim of circumstances 
and that I am entirely innocent of 
any complicity in the assassination 
of William Goebel. I have made a 
gallent fight and I have loot. I 
shall go to prison unsn^ inched with 
the blood of my fellow.ntan. 

“As soon as I have consulted with 
my lawyer, Mr. William M. Smith, I 
will prepare a statement for the 
public. I shall be guided by the 
advice of my counsel as to what I 
shall say, but if he will allow me to 
do so I shall make public a few affid- 
avits that will produce a sensation.’* 

Mr. Howard intimated that the 
affidavits would deal with his three 
trials in the State Court.

Story of Dutch Neighbor* Who Never 
Spoke a* They Passed and the 
Beason Thereof. 

Long after the Dutch had taken 
Holland and years subse<|U(‘iit to 
Ihe war in which the} w« re sai<ito 
.lave utilized Edam cheeses tor 
.'annon balls, say, some t ime in t !te 
■seventeenth ceiiluiy. two N'ans 
left the old .Vmsierilam and came 
10 “N’ieu .\msiirdam" on two 
Dutch ships- with their families, 
and setth'd for good and till in two 
adjoininghousesin theohl Hridge- 
strasse, which is Hridge street 
st.ll. di*spite t he mari-h of impro\e- 
luent. One was Van I 'ori lai'dt. .t 
blacksmith, and the other \'an 
\’elsor. a di-aler in goose feathers 
iiid beds and pillows. 

To say they were convetitional 
would have been to malign the 
honest, hospitable Dutch, but the 
fact retiiained that although 
thi‘se two laid liu-d ui‘ighbors 111 
vears they never even noddeil to 
each other and gave every sign of 
a tierce desire to avoid meeting or 
bl ushing up an ac<|Uiiintance. In 
those days the blacksmith had no 
occasion to visit a fcalh«*r foun- 
dry, and as \'an N'elsor had not 
found it protllable to put iron til- 
ings in his feather beds and pil- 
h<ws these llollamlish neighbors 
never struck up any business rela- 
tions together. .\s all Dutch 
houses in those days were built 
alike in many res|s‘cts, without 
what we now call “basements." 
and with stoops raised only an
